Continuation of 10. Other: In the response to the last office action, applicant argued that the table at page 13 of Sherman detailed 
isocyanate to amine mole ratios (page 13, last paragraph of the response). However, this is not clear. The table at page 13 of Sherman 
shows different formulae, in which one can plug in values for T and "m". It is not clear from where applicant is deriving these ratios 
Applicant has also argued that Sherman does not teach or disclose the ratio as proposed in the response to the last office action The 
Example beginning at page 40 of Sherman discloses 10 mmol diamine (20 mmol amines), 6.67 mmol diisocyanate (13 3 mmol 
isocyanate, and 6.67 mmol monoisocyanate (6.67 mmol isocyanate). These add up to a ratio of isocyanates to amine of about 1
